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YOUR BLOOD IS NEEDED 


Most of us are well aware of the workings of pres- 
ent Red Cross blood donor clinics and blood banks. 
This system whereby blood is collected periodically 
and kept, ready typed, in plasma form, in banks at 
central points, whence it is distributed on request to 
various hospitals in the province make it possible to 
give transfusions of the right type of blood to patients 
requiring them with the least possible delay. 

Blood transfusions are coming into more frequent 
use because of this system, thus saving many lives and 
hastening the recovery of other patients. Moreover, 
under the present system, blood transfusion service is 
greatly reduced in cost as the plasma is supplied free 
of charge by the Red Cross. 

In order to carry out their program of saving life and 
relieving suffering the Red Cross must depend on the 
co-operation of the puble in assuring an ample supply 
of blood for the provision of the required plasma. This 
blood must come from voluntary donors if the free ser- 
vice is to be continued. While the response to the 
call has been quite good in the past, it has not been 
good enough, and this ci iiict finds itself in the posi- 
tion of using more blood than has been locally donat- 
ed. 

The urgency of ihe need for greater supplies has 
made it necessary for the Red Cross to advance the 
date of the clinics which are being held the country 
over. 

As we stated before, quite a large number of those 
who have donated their blood in the past, have been 
or will at’some time, be in need of the service which 
they make possible by their donation. Cases have 
arisen where a person who has donated blood has re- 


ceived the same blood back within a few days of their) 


donation. 

Obviously, the only reasonable excuse that can be 
given for not co-operating with this humanitarian pro- 
ject is that of ill health or inability to spare the neces- 


sary blood. If you are in doubt upon this point your 


doctor will put you io rights. 

Right now the local Blood Donor Committee is en- 
deavoring to obtain as many registrations as possible 
for the Blood Donor Clinic to be held in Didsbury on 
Friday, March 24. If you are not registered as a donor 
please contact Mr A.W. Reiber immediately.
